33R, STANTON T. ITZIEIMAN , an Astranudear Riyeicist frem liie Westin^ouse A.s'faro.' 
ifficlecj* Laboratories at Pittsburg Penn/ USA, On July 29121 , 19^» presented 
a paper at tlie Hearings "before Hie Cemnittee of Science and Astronautics. U.S. 

House of Representatives, in vhich he stated. 

" I have concluded t2iat Hie earHi is being visited by intelligently control¬ 
led vi^cles TfiSiose origin is extraterrestrial. This doeai't mean that I 
know where Hi^ ceme fron, Yhy Hi^ are here, or hovi Hiey operate. ” • 

*' EuevTitnesses and photographoc and radar reports fretn. all over Hie wprld by 
cdipetent witnesses of definate objects whose characteristics aich as nmi- 
ouverabllily, hi^ ^ed, and hovering, along wiHi definate diapes, texture 
ard surihee features, rule out terrestrial explanation 8. 

In an earlier report contained in the .U.SJ\. National Enquirer(1/10.67). 

Hiis great Scientist said. ' 

” There are Flying SalcerdEhey ceme fran other planets. Advanced beings nan 
Hie controls. Millions of people have seen thm. And our Air Force— 
charged with proving their existance— has spent 20 years ducking its res¬ 
ponsibilities,”

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STRANCa: EVENTS /iROUND ALELiiirC, 

WERxj UFOs* HijSPONSXPLij* ? • 

We begin with the record in the order of sequence of events then follow 
with a summary of the total and possible conclusions. 

Actually since the month of November 1968, the whole are of Adelaide and 
the close rural areas have been subject to many sightings, some of more 
than the usual spot or round object in the sky. In fact many much more closer 
experiences such as buzzed motor cars etc etc. 

These however have been well defined reported objects seon and witnessed 
and whether UPO or not, at least very readily admitted as very visible 
experiences and accounts. 

However on the late evening of Monday the l8th Jan, 19^9* there started 
what appeared to bo some unusual types of incidents which could not be 
classified in the usual terms of sightings. 

Early on Ttuaeday morning about 8.30 a.m. the Editor had a call from a 
young mad, who stated that his homo had been visited by loud strange noi¬ 
ses by some strange unusual object " making a perfect din" during the early 
hours of the morning , REalising his home was very near to the West Beach 
aerodrome , the Editor asked could it have been some of tho very heavy jets 
passing over. His reply was that they are so used to them that they are very 
easily identified by small effects in the house as they pass over or nearby. 

He was emphatic they were not jots etc, but that tho v-. lume of sound could 
be about the same. But he added, that when his parents rose that morning 
all of whom had heard tho noise , including his grandmother . his father had 
founf very strange markings on the back lawn which he only cut the previous 
day . They were in stange geometrical patterns he said. His father thought 
the noise was something to do with Plying Saucers, and tho lav/n markings 
somoaftor effect. " Please would 1 c me down and have a look. " 

1 asked. Did anyone see anything at the time of the noise," 

"NO" was his reply. " No one went outisde to look it wss terrific, " 

NUhat made you think it v/as a Saucer then ?". 

" My father said he could not think of anything which could leave such ex¬ 
act geometrical patterns as wore there on the lawn, and associating the noise 
thought it was some sort of machine at least, hence his idea of a Saucer . 

This seemed reasonable enough to at least investigate tho case. 

V/hen arriving at the house he was met by the wife of tho man A Mr. J Steph¬ 
ens a contractor. , the address being Brooklyn Park and very near to the 
above mentioned Airport, for incoming and departing aircraft for all parts 
of the Commonwealth . etc . 

This fact must not be overlooked as planes would be coming and going all 
night, also it proved the fact the folk were used of such noises of jets 
over their house, and would easily identify them as against any other . 

Mrs. Stevens explained, 

" Vi/E were awakened at about 3*20 a.m. by a strange terribly loud noise 
as loud as any jet which passes over the house from the airport . 

Ue arc used to them as they rattle a small table and a window in the house 
as they pass overhead , . ( This fact was noted by the Editor when planes ?.•'* 
later passed over the house during the interview. 

" It was this fact that there was no rattle or shaking when the noise was heard 
that made us wonder, cind also an unusual feeling of being " pressed down" 
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or drawn up asin a lift well or mine shaft, that caused my hushand to won¬ 
der what had caused the noise. It was frightening to me and also to my 
mother who sleeps in the flat above . 

It was not until my husband arose in the morning and went out to the backporch 
which faces the lawn that he noticed the strange balck marks. 

Upon examination they appeared and felt like black sludge oil and sticky, 
but what was more amazing they were formed into geometrical designs in a n 
arc which was exactly duplicated 15 feet across as thoxi^ by something circu¬ 
lar. 

He came in and drew our attention to them and we al j went out to see them. 

Ho remarked * This must have something to do with that tor. iboe noise we heard 
last night '/ 

Ue all wondered too. for the noise was till fresh in our minds, but what 
would make a noise like that and leave marics like these?. 

My husband was donvinoed there was some relationship to the two. 

” There were no marks here last night before wo retired " ho said . 

With Mrs Stephens I then went and made a close scrutiny of the lawn. 

The substance by now was beginning to change it coloxir and con sistency. 
the geometrical designs were there, but the oily effect was changing to a 
very soft oilyf^ chalky soft substance more like very fine chalkybut bnlck 
and now changing from this color to dark brown or reddish . 

I took rubbings of the matter and felt it. it had no ill effect on my skin, 
in fact wiped off esily enough and washed off pe rfectly . later 
I suggested we ing the newspeople and Mrs Stephens consentod. 

By the time they arrived the substance had again altered from the brown to 
very fine greyfmauve tiny globules on the top of the lawn leaves. 

However I had selected some of the lawn earlier in a jar and thus maintained 
most of tho original substance effect for some days after • 

Obviously air had an effect on the substance. 

The samples were thus preserved for analysis later . 

The whole lay out of the large lawn was such that nothing could have in of 
an aerial nature from the sides as there were too many obstructions (See 
diagram 1. ) If anything aoried had left the patterns it must have come 
straight down, but from the general sense of all the surroundings was that*'' 
nothing actucdly landed . There ware no indentations on the laiTO. no depresr* 
sions or indication of anything heavy landing there and leaving the marks 
If any object had left them UPO or otherwise it had hovered. However one 
could not ignore the perfect geometrical designs, which measured exactly 
by the investigator to be One square 15 in and four round markings 12 in. 

See Die (2). in the foiro uf an arc. and as stated exactly duplicated 15 feet 
awey in circular form from each other . 

The press after much discussion were baffled by tho geometrical formations 
and whilst most of them considered it ;vas some form of fungi, could offer 
no explanation for such . Fungi does not make precise formations like that. 

After the investigation was over the Editor took the samples immediately to 
tho Adelaide University, and after some trouble found a Doctor of Chemistry 
( due to the Seasonal Holiday break , few were on duty ). 

This doctor was very co-operative and at first thought it was fungi, but 
decided to an lyse the substance on the lawn material by several tests. 

After a good test with several substabces he said " the nearest I can find of 
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anything in these tests , is that there is a certain amount of carbon and 
graphite, but this is of a very fine nature. " I would advise you to have 
it tested further . ” 

le are grateful to the doctor who se identity we have kop confidential as 
requested. 

Here ends the first part of the pattern/ . The T-V. ran a news item of the 
incident with the markings on the lawn and an inteiwiew v/ith J!r. Stephens. 
This brou^t further resiilts. for others rang up and told of ,arkings on 
thiir lawns, but added to t is were a larger number of people who testified 
they had heard the noise in that vicinity. 

Following up firstly the lawn markings. A Mr. Warner whoso house was about 5 
miles av/ay from the Stephens but in a direct line was visited. 

Here the strange patterns turned up ag in. but with one difference. 

The squares were there 15 in. and the circles. 12 in. but not grouped as 
in arcs like the Stephen case, but clustered together . butstrangely these 
same clusters were exactly 15 feet a art in the form od a triangle . 

Th e Stephens patterns were 15 ft. apojt in a circle . but here they were 
repeated 3 times in a triangle. 

When questioned re any noises. Mr Warner stated that he had heard a very 
similar noise as described by Mr Stephens, but this was at a little after 
12 p.m. Three and a half hours BLPORL .Again there was no evidence whatever o 
of a landing, in fact a little tree about 3 ft high in tho centre of the 
triangle proved such had not been made. 


A further report recievod from a lady in the hills area, proved still more 
puzzling when trying to form some pattern of occurance. 

The lawn in this case was just covered in blobs of tho stuff without shape 
or form of any actual design but in a large formed circle of again FIF''I;jjN ^ 
PLuT in diameter 

In all cases the area disproved any actual landing, but could have been done 
by a hovering object , if such v/as the cause. 


So far we have had no evidence of any visible object being seen . 

Many reports of the noise which all tallied in description as to inttensity. 
and effect . 

Let us examine a few of these . 

At 3*15 a/m/ A Mrs I . Themas of Flinders Park, hoard the noise as though 
it came in from tho North V/est and went around her house a couple of times th 
then went South, which would be in a direct line of course toward the home 
of Mr Stephens. She had heard it stop, and thought it had landed on an 
adjacent market ga4den property/ Then she heard it start up ag in and go 
still further south and away. 

At 3.20 a.m. The same noise is heard by a Mr and Mrs K.B. Stone, at Brooklyn 
Park, about aquarter of a mile away from the Stevens home. ii pilot and his 
wife’living near the airodrome, also rang and described tho noise. This was 
at the asame time. (Name withheld). 


At 12.p.m. previous to the above a woman at Marion in line with the 
home hears the noise. Mr. '.amer hears the noise at about 12.p.m.

There is a difference of about 3 hours between the two noise sequences. 
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Dia. No 3 shows the pa^em of sounds* 

Tho next phase was to re-analyse the matter of the lawn deposits. 

So far we only had the Doctor of Chemistiys undogmatic opinion from the Adelado 
University of it containing Graphnte and Carbon of a very fine nature, and 
his strong recommendation to take it for a much deeper analysis. 

Tho Press by this time were hammering the Editor for tho name of the Doctor 
and in keeping with our strict policy we refused to divulge his name. 

Ue however in turn challenged them to have the material omanined themselves. 

In the meantime we had rung the private concern recommended by the doctor for 
a price to have tho stuff anaylysod. To our amazement they wanted ?100 at least 
This placed us out of the question of having it done as a Society, our funds 
would n4>t permit such an outlay, even if we were guaranteed a truthful finding 
whihh we were not sure of anyway. 

Then tho Press came out with the usual boner. The next morning they carried an 
article by Prof, iineritus Sir John Cleland that in his opinion tho stuff MAY 
be a fungus, (note the may) He compared the written description of it to stuff 
he had found in his own garden seme months prior. 

To make a long story short he named it, "fuligo Septica" 

However, we asked that he take some of the material from the Stevens home 
and have it analysed, but somehow this was never done, and the public wore 
lulled as usual that some scientist had said it was fungus, so it was so. 

Ue still ask that to clear the matter entirely the material should have been 
taken for analysis. For if they were so sure it was funus what had they to lose? 
And, above, the Professor had truly covered himslef well by merely saying it 
'•may*' have been fungus. It could a have been, but your Editoi' still wants to 
know what form of fimgus forms perfect geometric patterns and sots them out in 
porflect direction of 15 feet apart in two places. 

Perhaps they can get someono to let us know •'May be it was so and so" 

So far this Society has not claimed that the stuff was anything more than what 
the Doctor said in his analysis. 

Let us return to the noise association. 

It cannot be denied that the smae night the noise was heard by many reliable 
witnesses. 

So far to date we have had noreport of any one SlijlNG anything., except a very 
hazy repor from a source vrtiich refused to divulge the name of the people and 
without being able to investigate it ourselves or question them we are not able 
or prepared to give much credence to same except to merely give the brief det¬ 
ails as given, and insisting that it should be treated very ccutiously as 
connected. This report as given is that at the same timo of tho morning i.e. 
abojrfc 3*30 a.m. a persons or persons saw a huge li^t beroning down on the 
cj*ca from a globe of light which descended first as a ray, then concertinered 
then again into a ray onto the very area whore the Stevens house is. 

More than this we cannot add. 

But there was that night a power failvire for a shott time from the povror house 
at Osborne which lies in the North west direction of tho scene of the noises 
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at 3«30 a.m. Now the widening evidence is that Mrs. Thomas Iieard the thing c 
come in from the North Ffest and then proceed to the South. 

We can only ask our readers what we have been asking ourselves. Was there 
any connection in all the incidents recoreded and the possibility that if the 
light incident was true then it would all still futther to no small amount 
of facts which seemed conclusively to prove that at least; 

1. An unusual aerial object was about that night. 

2. It was heard by many reliable witnesses. All of them declared it was 
not a jet or known usual aircrafjr.. .and all of whom are used to such, 
as they live close the the airport and thus easily able to identity 
and distinguish a normal noise known to them. 

3 . The morning following st$4nge geometrical patterns ore found on at least 

two peoples lawns accompanied by similar measuremehts apart., from each other 
and the same measurements of figures coinciding. * 

4* An analysis of the material proved to be Graphite and Carbon as far as 
is known. 

5 . Attempts bp the Society to have it further analysed by themselves or 
the Press, unsuccesful. 

6. The A.B.C. who interviewed Caase nd) 3. took the sustonce to the CSIHO 
who refused to handle it. 

7 / P ower failure is associated with the noise. 

8. A dubious report of a "light" being seen athe tine of the noises may 
or may nmt be associated with the case. 

9 . No finality reacehed as to its being connected with U.P.O. 

This brings this series to a close, however the follo’<?ing Tliursday night brought 
about an even more inexplicable happening which leaves one, more than dumdfounded 
and again puzzled for objective answers. 


THE Ci'iSS OP THE STRANGE M/J?ES. 

POOTPRIilTS OR TmT? 

THURSDAY Jan l6th. 

At approx 9*45 we received a call from a friendof the Editor whoso massage 

ran ns follows. 

"I hope you don't think I'm crackers, and it nay or not bo anything to do with 
your subject, but something most unusual had happened down hero I think you s 
should come and look at it." 

"Vi/hat is the circumstance?" 

"My neighbour called me to her place just after tea, and asked my opinion. She 
had been out all day in town and had come home and noticed some strange marks 
all down her driveway." 

"What sort of marks?" 

"Well, that's it they are indentations made by something heavy on her driveway 
which is very very hard shell grit and san 1 mixture hardened over the years. 
Only a thing of great pressure or heavy weight could impress the soils so. 
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They are not exactly like any footprints I can identify.” 

Ycauc Bd-itor admits ha was amazed and if he had not known the Caller for a 
long term of years he would have thought he was pulling his leg. But, he sensed 
a sort oC ooncorri in the voice of his friend and told him ho v/ould come down. 
Portvmately there were two yoxmg associates with him who had called to talk 
"saucers” with him and so they jumped in thear car and were soon on the scene. 

The lady of the house whose husband, was a traveller and awajr, verified the story 
as giveh by Mr.' Phil vVinton, the Uditor’s friend. 

Upon excunination it was undeniably seen that scsnothing had made heavy 
indentations along the drivewqy on the right side of it, for about ten feet, 
and then the markings ceased. 

There was no set pattern such as feet would make. 

The marks varied in size from about 4 to 5 fnches in diameter, to about 9 to 10 
inches. They were not exactly round , nearly so, but inclined to be a bl unted 
void shape. 

Inquiries re horses etc. in the district proved nil. 

In any case it was obvious no known animal had ca.used these marls. 

There were not any toe marks. No hoof markings.,Bhich suggested more like a mach¬ 
ine with tww sizes of legs or landing gear, but there t^he closeness of the prints 
seemed to nullify this theory. 

Measurements of the prints (each individually) were token and the distances etc. 
Then plaster casts also were taken, of the prints.iOne of the smaller, one of 
the medium and one of the largest. 

Attempts were made by jumping on the soil to make marks or indentations 
Your Bditor, a very heavy man, made no impression. 

A large hammer, merely scratched it. Frankly that stuff was dornod hard, which 
wont to prove,\'diatever had done it was darned heavy and no li{^t wei^t. 

The prints ran for ten feet into the drivoweiy and then suddenly stopped. There 
was no sign of crossing or return f»dm that point. The large end of the prints 
were facih^ inward of the drive and the smaller end at the rear to the road. 

The next thing was the time it could have oucured which caused some query as 
tho lady had gone from her hone at about 9a.m. that morning and not used the 
driveway, merely hppped over a low wall to catch a bus opposite. The prints co¬ 
uld have been made already then. She did not discover then till about 6.30. p.m. 
when she called her neighbour,Mr. Phil TTinton, who la-ter c llod me. 

However there was more to^it than this. Mr, Winton after the lady had gone 
inside confided to us that he had a clue as to the time factor, but had not 
mentioned it in front of the ti^dy, not desiring to scare he, as she was on hher 
own.He said that at about 3.a.m. that morning (Thurs.) he and a boarder another 
man about 30 . who also testified to this, they had heard a very strange loud 
noise like a loud plane or motor, but there v/as no noise such as changing of 
gears or revs. Just a loud noisey start up and a swoosh and then up and aw^y. 

This noise cane from somewhere up the street so it seemed, and past his house 
and out to the sea, all in a ma,tter of seconds neo fast was tho take off. 

Mr. Winton had been associated with all sorts of craft in the last World War 
and is anphatio it was not any ^own craft or motor. 

He Was adamant also that tho prints were not a,ny known animal or beings, his 
impression was that some very heavy object had made them.

Judging by the neaxnoss of the marks to the dividing of the houses whidh 
was made by a row of rose Uu.oiio!=i about two and a half feet, to three feet high 
it Doems hardly likely of anything ac^u^.^ly landing a^gain, ads was the impres¬ 
sion given by the incidents of the lawns.

JULES VERKE /J-TL VANGUARD I. " In 1957 a periodical devoted to fyrthering the 
conquest of space published a short article calloed attention to a series of 
Vemfe's predictions which are both fantastic in their accuracy and amusing in 
their implicaj’ions .. Almost a 100 years before Vanguard I. Nome wrote of a 
journoy into space in a vehicle weigloing 20,000 pouns, launched from a site ip 
Florida at latitude 28 N.. and fired aloft by a"Baltffimore Gun Club 
Vanguard I, in 1957> was planned to weigh 24jOOO pounds and would be launched 
from the Air Force Missile Test Centre in Florida at Lat. 28-l/2 N. The 
Missile Test Centre is one of the main installations of the Air Research and 
Developemnnt Command, whose H,Q. at the time of launching wore in Baltimore. 

THE WR-XK OF THE TITAN. In I 898 , Morgan Roertson, v^ritwr od sea stories, pub¬ 
lished a long story entitled Th e V'^reck of the Titan " The Titan wad a liner 
" Eight hundred feet long, of soiieiity thousand tons displacement, seventy-five 
thousand horse-power , " and was considered unsinkable." On her maiden voyage 
she hit an iceberg in the North Atlantic and sank with groat loss of life. 

In 1912 , The White Star liner Titanic , eighty feet longer and similarly vir¬ 
tually unsinkable, hit an iceberg on her maiden voyage in the North Atlantic 
and went down with a loss of more than 1,500 lives, 

THOMAS WOLFE'S PRIMONITION . In an unpublished novel, part of v;hich he later 
included id Of Time and the River . Thomas Wolfe centred his narrative around 
a pullman car, "K 19.” As a matter of fact, K19 was to havo been the title of 
tho book. Then in his last work, " Yo£ Can't GoiHomo ig^ain .the car appeared 
once more. After Wolfe's death in Sepc. 19 j 0 , his friend and editor, Edv;ard 
C. Aswell v;as present v/hen Iiis body was loaded on tho train. He sav/ that the 
pullman in which the author's family road was numbered "K 19". 

There are other instances. Christrlrhcr Smart, the mad l8th- centxiry English 
poet, wrote his Rejoice in the Lamb — or much of it, at least in Bedlam. 

In hisnlong list of names for whom he invokes good fortune, we find tho phrase 
" Prosper, oh House of Cape." Pex'haps it is coincidence tliat Jonathan Cape be¬ 
came ofie of his 20th Century publishers. Agaian ?/e find him mentioning, rather 
crytically, the " Faber Fish," and we find that Faber also has published him .

The great Airship mystery of 1909 filled newspaper columns for weeks and 
gave rise to wild speculations. Was it a fact ? Was it a wonderful hoax? 

Or was it the start of the flying saucers from outor space theory ?. 

The first sighting , mid-July, 1909» concerned mysterious lights in the skyl 
thought to have been attached to an airship, over the Wnngalon Hills, near 
Kaitangata. However at the time, airships hardly existed outside the pages 
of Jules Verne. 

The story was receieved with some credulity but as the withesses were of 
unimpeachable character and integrity, the Otago Daily times sent its 
Kelso reporter to check eye- witness accounts. The correspondent reported 
•' There is not the slightest doubt that the airship was seen at Kelso... 

It is cigar shaped or boat shaped and is pointed at each nd. 

It did not appear to bo very long in build but v/as very braod. ..It flew 
over and past the school,grounds, turned around and wont back the way it 
came. It was flying along very easily and had no trouble in turning. 

It came from the direction of the Blue Mountains and over the wooded area near 
Kelso. It was seen by at least five persons whoso statements are in accord, 

The following day came reports that the " thing" had boon sighted by people 
on the other side of the Blue Mountains and later, bypeoplo again on the Kelso 
side. The consistent stories told of a bright light inotho sky. By the next 
night the light had been soon furthorsouth , and near .aickland. 

Sighting reports continued even as inventors related their experiments 
and youths told of practical jokes with balloons. Suggestions to 30 IV 0 the 
mystery were varied— a spy machine, an Australia! smuggler ship, local 
secret airship trialsj cosmic luminous dust of meteoric or conetary origin. 

The meteor theory was the most popular tough the behaviour of the lii^Thts , 
as attested to be the reliable witnesses and citizens, did not fit the 
pattern . 

ihigust Tth, the airship again was soon near Kelso by 10 hithocto skeptical 
workmen , who described it as a cigar shaped balloon vdth a carriage sus¬ 
pended below. It had a powerful white headlight and changed altitude sever¬ 
al times .. Other reports continued for a time until the news was pushed a» 
side ” by the wreck of the Maori off Capetw/n and the greater mystery sur¬ 
rounding the loss of the liner Faratah . " 

Long afterwards oama story that a collection of rusty machin tools had 
been found in the deep brush of the Blue Mountains. Quotsions continued, 

.There had they come from? Were they actually from the mystery ship? 

W^s it all a gigantic hoax? if so, how did its perpetrators keep it so 
secret? Or was it some sort of mass Hallucination, possibly induced by 
some meteorological phenomena?."
